The teaching force for the year is entirely new. The 
policy of changing teachers each year is usually not a good 
one, but there have been serious difficulties this year. The 
work of the teacher is, in general, satisfactory as far as the 
equipment will permit. We need a longer school year that 
the course of study may be covered carefully and the best of 
teachers to do the work. It is not enough to merely comply 
with the law when the preparation of the pupils for life and 
entrance to other schools are the vital questions. We expect 
to have thirty-four weeks during the school year in the 
village and as many as possible on the hill. We should aim 


at the usual number of thirty-six weeks as soon as we can 
afford it. We find that the added expense is but. little more 
because teachers consider the total for the year in accepting 
a position, 

The schools are in need of new geography texts and 
those in arithmetic are nearly worn out. There should be 
‘nearly fifty dollars put in text books alone next year. 


The report last year, when the firms dealing in supplies 
were considered collectively showed over $90.00 spent for 
text books and supplies. But $30.39 was expended during 
the year. This year $30.00 was appropriated. When we 
had expended $13.50 we were notified that the money appro- 
priated had been spent. We have been running the schools 
since then, according to the directions received of following 
the ways of the past and run them without expense. The 
schools have been furnished nothing but pencils and paper 
during the year. This policy seems a very poor one, for it 
makes it impossible to do what we ought for the pupils. It 
hinders the pupils in preparing for other schools. It makes 
the work of the superintendent hard and very unsatisfactory. 
We should raise enough next year to pay all back bills, and 
enough to run our schools in a satisfactory manner.

Teachers salaries, 3 teachers 34 wks. @ $10. per wk., $1020.00 


Superintendent’s salary, less 4 for state, 75.00 
Text books and supplies, 75.00 
Fuel, 50.00 
Back bills and incidentals, 25.00 
Repairs, 25.00 


Total, $1,270.00

I believe we can run a satisfactory school for this 
amount and make the schools worthy of the town of Lang- 
don. May we have your support in the work of progress.
